LMs No Longer Running 
at Powercom Park 


BEAVER DAM, WI, June 10 -- In a decision made by officials 
of the Wisconsin Dirt Late Model Association, The Raceway at 
Powercom Park has temporarily suspended the late model divi- 
sion from participation in its remaining scheduled events for the 
2005 racing season, effective with the June 18 race program at 
the Beaver Dam track. 

In anticipation of the WDLMA’s founding in October 2004, 
representatives from Wisconsin Motorsports & Entertainment, 
LLC, and the WDLMA agreed upon 17 scheduled events for the 
late model group at both the Park and the Powercom 
SpeedZone in Oshkosh in 2005. A pre-approved and formulat- 
ed payout based on a car count, combined with a established 
program of events made up of qualifying, B-mains (based solely 
on car counts) and a single A-main event per race program was 
acknowledged and documented as procedure on the nights of 
WDLMA participation at both Powercom Park and the Speed 
Zone. However, the car counts did not meet the expectations of 
neither track management nor the WDLMA. 

After several weeks of participation, a request made by the 
WDLMA to Wisconsin Motorsports to substitute qualifying with 
heat races also proved to ineffective in producing more partici- 


Until the participation of late model drivers can be improved 
upon, the decision to revert back to a regular line-up of sched- 
uled divisions will remain take effect for Saturday night racing at 
Beaver Dam. The WDLMA has requested to remain on sched- 
ule at the SpeedZone for the remainder of the season and will 
continue to compete there and fulfill its obligation for its remain- 
ing seven events there in 2005. 

Bill Behling, speaking on behalf of the late model drivers, 
strongly urges all WDLMA members to support Tuesday night 
racing at the ‘Zone, where a car count of 20 or more is realisti- 
cally attainable. The nightly format at the SpeedZone will 
remain as agreed upon, and the late model payout will be 
based upon the predetermined 20-car obligation.

Hmielewski followed for an 
impressive second-place run, 
while Scott Lawrence also fol- 
lowed suit to swipe third. 

The six-cylinder A-main 
was also a nail-biter that fin- 
ished with a three-lap dog- 
fight. Greg Jaeger led every 
lap to pick up his second 
career ABC Raceway feature 
win and first in nearly two 
years, but he had to fend a 
determined Scott Ovaska in 
the early laps. Meanwhile, on 
the charge from mid-pack 
were Dale Coddington, who 
started in row 4, and Steve 
Stuart, who started in row 6; 
both used the outer groove to 
climb into the top five by lap 6, 
and Coddington swept around 
Ovaska on lap 7 for second. 
Shawn McFadden, Jr.'s badly 
overheating car spun with 


three laps left of the 15 sched- 
uled, and Coddington pulled 
alongside Jaeger coming out 
of turn 4 for the last time, only 
to fall three feet short as 
Jaeger won the drag race to 
the checkered flag. 

Cory Casari hung a “for 
sale” sign on his two-time 
championship-winning pure 
stock and dragged it onto the 
Ashland oval for the first time 
this season, then gave it a 
good sales pitch by fighting off 
his former nemesis Kevin 
Truchon for his 13th career 
feature win. Truchon took the 
lead when he used a three- 
wide move to sweep around 
Casari and early leader Bruce 
Kalman on lap 4, but a lap 
later Truchon was caught 
behind a slower car, and 
Casari took advantage.

Ashley was the third and 
final leader in the 50-lap grind 
that started 24 of the 61 
entries.

Notes & Nostalgia 


There was some irony that when 
the Boycott of Indianapolis finally did 
occur, it was perpetrated by the “fur- 
riners” of Formula One rather than by the 
“furriners” of CART. It's a safe guess that 
one of the reasons Tony George founded 
the IRL was that he was aware of the 
potential for the car owners of CART to 
boycott or otherwise disrupt his beloved 
Indy 500. With the IRL being totally under 
George's control, the threat of any boy- 
cott or other arm-twisting by car owners was largely averted, 
thereby protecting the sanctity of the “S00”. 

Such sanctity never existed for the United States Grand Prix, 
and now the USGP blew its chance of ever developing in this 
country. Americans don't like quitters. And no matter how you 
rationalize it, the Formula One guys were quitters. 

Americans also don't like plunking down hard-earned money 
to be teased and made fools of. And this is exactly what the 
boycotters did to a hundred thousand or so of us ticket buyers 
when they stage-managed their shenanigans at thé start of the 
race. On the way to the track we had heard on the radio that 
the Michelin-shod teams felt that their tires were inadequate for 
Indy's southwest turn (fittingly, turn 13 for the USGP) and had 
requested, demanded, whatever, the last-minute addition of a 
chicane. FIA, or whoever actually runs the race, had stood firm 
and said there would be no chicane. In effect, the FIA was say- 
ing, “Sorry, just because the guys in your line-up cannot hit 
curve balls, we are not banning curve balls. Curve bails (or fast 
corners) have always been an important component of our 
sport, and we're not about to ban them just because you guys 
have lost the ability to handle them.” We've never been a fan of 
F1 honcho Bernie Ecclestone, but if we had to choose between 
Bernie and the Michelin tire company, Bernie is the lesser devil. 

With that pronouncement, we felt that the issue was 
Being racers, we figured that the Michelin-shod teams 
(l and then get about the business of doing the 
best they could under (for them) trying circumstances. After we 
settled into our ly now not-to-be-renewed) $150 seats 
above that aforementioned 13th turn, a radio wearer sitting 
nearby fold us that there was a secret meeting going on right 
with all the Michelin teams to decide what they were going 
about the issue.

Tom Carnegie-announced pre-race ceremonies went on 
as usual with no hint as to what was to happen.

The Infield 


What a weekend of racing at the 

Cedar Lake Speedway! If you are a 
fan of either sprints or late models, 
you left there knowing that you saw 
a show that epitomizes what can 
happen when you bring together 
some of the best and most talented 
racers in the country. | don’t care 
what anyone says - the talent we 
have right here in our backyard is every bit as good as you'll 
find anywhere else. | said talent - not money, and not seat time. 
All things being equal, things might be different. If you don’t 
believe me, just ask the fans! They'll tell you. . 

My goal for each night is to have the fans walk out of the gate 
with smiles on their faces. On Saturday night especially, they 
were beaming! The late model rdce was outstanding, and the 
IRA sprint feature capping off the weekend was about as excit- 
ing as you can get without having to check into the hospital for 
heart problems. Yes, if you were a race fan, you were at Cedar 
Lake on Friday and Saturday; if not, call them now and make 
arrangements for next year’s show - a repeat with the NARA 
and WDRL fate models and IRA sprints. 

To be brutally honest, folks, the only flaw in the entire pro- 
gram | could find - and I’m not sure you would want to do any- 
thing with it, considering the outcome - is the time issue. | know 
that the track has issues concerning the curfew - and oh, yeah, 
it was blown away on both nights - but | didn't hear a single 
complaint about it. The racing was that good! 

Going into the event, Ron and his crew at CLS knew the 
track was going to take a pounding with the amount and type of 
cars there. It “seemed” a foregone conclusion that the track 
would be dry-slick and rubber down in no time. Didn’t happen, 
folks. 

The problem (if you want to call it that) is that, with the two 
late model organizations already making several compromises 
in order to speed things up, and with similar compromises 
made between the sprints and late models, just about every 
corner was cut. So the first one out there that says too much 
time was wasted on redoing the track, | challenge you to come 
up with a better way to manage a track to stand up under that 
kind of punishment over three days. Contact me personally, 
and we'll take a trip up there next year to “try” your idea. In 
other words, sometimes you just have to make concessions, 
suck it up and take the lesser of two evils. (I'm sure that’s going 
to come back and haunt me sooner or later!) Anyone who has 
read anything | have written over the past, oh, four or five years 
knows how | feel about the time issue, so for me to say what | 
just did had to be justified. 

Enough with that right now. Moving on ... remember a couple 
weeks ago | told you to watch some up-and-comers? Well, here 
they come! Matt Folstad, although no newcomer, is still a rookie 
on the IRA tour and has already set two fast times, including a 
| track-record lap at Wilmot, as well as won several B-mains and 
a heat race, and he very well could visit victory lane yet this 
season, | admit that |, too, played “wait and see” a little after 
their attempt last year faded, but I'm here now to tell you that 
Matt has the desire and talent to get it done. | guess now it’s up 
to Matt to prove me wrong, but | have until October 1 and, with 


instead, they were dishonest and treacherous. They fooled us. 
(Or, you can keep the first and last letters of “fooled” and freely 
substitue your own letters.) In plain words, we’ll never forget the 
rotten way they did it. We felt we were made fools of and 
tremendously inconvenienced. If we had known there was 
going to be only a sham of a race, we would have driven home 
right then instead of fighting the traffic and the crowds at the 
track. 

We - and the rest of the crowd, we suspect - were stunned 
into a sort of inaction at what we were seeing in front of us. 
Inaction, except for the Ferrari supporters - the tifosi, if you will, 
who almost immediately voiced their displeasure and displayed 
the middle fingers of both hands at the boycotting teams. Then 
a lot of booing started, of course drowned out by the unearthly 
wail of the Ferraris. . 

Stiil, Ft cars are so spectacular to experience that we 
watched Michael Schumacher run what was, in effect, a prac- 
tice session against the extremely weak competition of Jordans 
and Minardis. After the shock wore off and we tired of watching 
the elongated string of six cars, we disembarked from our lofty 
perches above Grandstand B and descended into the world of 
the common man. Among the more printable refrains being 
chanted by no-doubt Foster-fueled loudmouths were, “Refund! 
Refund!” and “Bernie is bull(blank)!” - this being chanted by a 
woman who had already fabricated a sign of sorts proclaiming 
her thoughts. 

We noticed that some of the police, ever sensitive and wary 
of such things, already had donned riot helmets. We befriended 
one officer who acknowledged the threat and said that the 
police’s first preventive measure was to channel the crowds 
away from Indy's Pagoda. The Pagoda would have made a fine 
Bastille to storm for malcontents and lager louts.

As usual, we were forced to exit right when we wanted to exit 
left, but a short block later we were able to turn towards our 
intended escape route and eventually get on it. Then, a pleas- 
ant surprise, as traffic was light on all the city streets, until we 
embarked on I-65 north to Chicago. Indy’s local AM station was 
carrying the race with expert commentary by Chris Economaki, 
who effectively shot down that sacred cow of safety that the 
boycotters would eventually raise when he noted that the whole 
essence of racing is that it is dangerous and that’s what these 
guys get paid big money to do. Of course, we realize that had it 
been left up to the drivers, we're sure they would have run. 

There were reports of McLaren honcho Ron Dennis (who we 
admit we detest) on the starting grid, administering a heated 


time on my side, | am thinking the safe money is on a signature 
on the checkered flag by then. Did | mention that he is doing all 
this despite a three-hour drive from the shop to the track each 
weekend? 

Billy Balog and company finally got things turned in the right 
direction. Two weeks ago, the “Alaskan Cheesehead’ (it’s offi- 
cial now, as he wore a Green Bay Packers hat all weekend) 
scored his first IRA B-main win of his career. On Friday night 
the team guessed wrong (like just about everyone else, it 
seemed) and the car was, as Billy described, “super-tight.” 
Making the educated guess and having faith that the track crew 
would once again puli out another miracle (see above), the 
team opted for what seemed like a radical change. Instincts 


* won out on Saturday, and Billy notched his first of many-to- 


come heat race wins. One step at a time is the ticket, and it 
looks like these guys have bought the entire row. 

The next row back includes K.J. Skelton and Lloyd Dykstra. 
At Butler, MI, Skelton was on cloud nine, finishing second to 
Ken Mackey in an effort that they hope might help them into vic- 
tory lane sooner than later. It would not be this weekend, as 
motor problems on Friday night that the team chased all day 
Saturday kept the number 80 quiet for now. It’s funny, but 
bouncing back is what racers do - usually better than before. So 
One spot better than second would be ... ? 

Lloyd and crew have got to be some of the most laid-back 
fans in the world. It seems nothing rattles them, and | think it’s 
because they are fans, having fun at what they are doing. What 
a concept! Hey, if more teams would remember that, | might 
have to rethink the whole way | write. Bring it on! Seriously, 
Lloyd is an accomplished champion and knows that they are 
not going to set the world on fire right out of the box. They are 
in for the long haul and, more importantly, here to learn. There’s 
a dangerous concept - those teams are the ones with the com- 
mitment and discipline to make a statement. 

Someone else | need to comment on is Bill Wirth. Bill and his 
crew have really been sticking it out over the past few seasons, 
working very hard at learning tracks and the “tricks of the 
trade,” mostly on their own. | talked to Bill on Friday night after 
the show and he was kind of down on himself and his perform- 
ance. Has anyone ever heard of a driver who didn't win not 
being down on himself? Bill's complaint was that he is having 
trouble figuring out set-ups. Wait a minute - who isn’t? 
Saturday’s show was a big confidence builder as Bill solidly 
made the A-main through his heat. A 12th-place finish didn’t 
hurt his ego, either. Leaving Saturday night, Bill was wearing 
something | never get to see much of - a smile!

Fearing that Dennis 
would take his corporate toys and go home, Raikkonen and all 
the other drivers genuflected to their car owners. 

What if the drivers had boycotted their car owners and raced 
anyway? If that had become known, they would indeed have 
won the hearts and minds of us fans. Now, by bowing, they will 
forever have to endure being called sissies by any circle-track 
fans who might have shown any interest in how the other half 
operates. n 

NASCAR is just sitting back and quietly chuckling, aware that 
these developments will only add to its already tremendous 
popularity. Others have taken action. Most notable is CART, or 
whatever they call it these days. They have already announced 
that those holding tickets to the USGP (now only a grim sou- 
venir of what some are calling the darkest day in the history of 
F1) will be admitted free to their race Sunday in Cleveland. 
Brilliant move. We’ve been a CART antagonist for some years 
now, but this move is the work of a genius. Opportunist? Yes, 
but absolutely the perfect reaction to the situation. 

The Speedway and the IRL will have to come up with some- 
thing really good to top that. Might we suggest that the 
Speedway attempt to mend this PR disaster that Michelin 
heaped on it by somehow running a CART race on its road 
course and allowing USGP ticket holders to attend on their 
befouled ticket stubs from the current abortion. 

We saw a lot of disaffected F1 fans leaving the track. They 
should be ripe for switching to a more fan-friendly branch of the 
sport. F1 has one more year to go on its contract with the 
Speedway, so surely there will be legal issues; that’s what 
lawyers are for. It’s also an excellent time for the Speedway to 
extend the olive branch to CART and to unite against the com- 
mon foe, who seems to be either Ecclestone or Michelin, 
depending on who you view as being at fault. Adding more dis- 
aster, remember that there still exists a latent anti-French teel- 
ing in this country, and that Michelin is a French company.

Did what we witnessed at the Speedway 
somehow fulfill terms of the different contracts in place? What 
about that unwritten moral contract between buyer and seller 
that implies that the seller furnish an adequate product for the 
money we paid? What will the Speedway do to pacify its ticket 
holders? What kind of refunds are in order for us ticket buyers 
or for television sponsors? Will corporations start abandoning 
F1? Has F1’s bubble burst? How can F1 ever make peace with 
the Speedway and all of us disgusted ticket holders? 

We had been hedging about renewing our expensive tickets. 
Now, unless the Speedway comes up with something interest- 
ing, we don't feel like plunking down lots of our hard-earned 
money to be witnesses to a fiasco. We figure most ticket hold- 
ers have similar feelings.

Friday and Saturday nights (there was also a separate show on 
Thursday) to convert a rabid late model fan to a sprint car fan, 
and vice-versa.

Transferring 
through the “B”, Joe was caught up in the turn 3 melee after 
Kurt Davis and Jerry Richert got together and lost his new nose 
wing as well as his prototype top wing in the skirmish. Crew 
chief Rob Zorn wasn’t very concerned, commenting that the 
rest of their new nose wings are at the powder-coaters, and it 
also gave them a good test to see how fast they can turn a 
damaged top wing around. An expensive test, but not as 
expensive as on Saturday, when, running a solid top-five 
halfway through the A-main, Roe dropped out with engine prob- 
lems. No word on how bad the motor was hurt. 

Others experiencing motor woes included Skelton and Ty 
Bartz. Tim Bartz did show some concern, however, and 
declined to state how bad he thought the damage might be until 
he had a chance to do a good inspection. 

One team that now has their engine program turned around, 
much to the dismay of the rest of the pit area, is Travis 
Whitney's, especially with shows upcoming at Superior (two 
wins and two sixth-place finishes in recent IRA events) and 
Deer Creek, where Travis has thrown around the 360 a few 
times with his WISSOTA friends. Travis commented that they 
had just received their good motor back from Don Ott and that it 
looks like Ott’s crew has corrected the problems, which led to 
more than a few teams running Ott powerplants scratching their 
heads. True to form, Saturday's B-main was a classic display of 
Whitney in the zone at Cedar Lake. 

As indicated above, Scott Biertzer’s ride was one of the most 
violent that an IRA team has experienced since probably Kim 
Mock’s Knoxville Nationals crash in 2003. In the pit area after 
the show, | stopped to see how Scott was doing. | could tell that

On Tuesday, June 14, the Worid 
Dirt Racing League ran a make-up 
show at Freeport (IL) Raceway 
Park, after the reguiarly scheduled 
show was rained out a week ago 
Saturday. Along with the 33 late 
models, 25 modifieds were also on 
the program, as rain again threat- 
ened but missed the track, save for 
one minor mid-afternoon sprinkle. 

I'm not sure if it’s just me, but it seems like the WDRL has 
lost a little bit of the charm that made it such an interesting 
group. Not that the WDRL has done anything wrong; actually, it 
has been its success that may have hurt it. What | originally 
liked about the WDAL was that it brought in a large group of 
regional stars plus attracted a lot of local talent that felt they 
could be competitive under the WDRL’s tire rule and weight 
breaks. But the series’ schedule has now gotten so extensive 
that many of the regional drivers no longer tour with it; they’ve 
even recently lost the Kosiski brothers from the group. Most of 
the WISSOTA drivers, that ran with them before now have sec- 
ond cars for WDRL used only, or at least have added alu- 
minum motors to their arsenal, realizing that the one win by Pat 
Doar at Superior a few years ago with a WISSOTA-legal car 


was more a fluke than anything else. The drivers now believe 
that, in order to be competitive on the big tracks that the WDRL. 
now visits, much power is needed. 

For those reasons plus some others, the WDRL now has 
about a dozen drivers that make all its shows and depends on 
locals to be field-fillers. Except that the faces are different, the 
series is not much different now than a multitude of other trav- 
eling groups. They still are using passing points, and that 
remains a plus in their favor. 

Certainly Freeport’s big half-mile is a power track, and that 
was reflected in the final standings, which saw Steve Francis 
lead Darren Miller, Denny Eckrich, Brian Birkhofer and Dave 
Eckrich home. Francis dominated the entire race, and the only 
time things got close was when a late yellow gave Miller a shot. 
Francis lost his brakes on the restart and almost knocked down 
the turn 1 wall, but being the professional that he is, he bailed 
himself out and took home the win, albeit more exciting to him 
than he probably would have liked. 

Gary Webb gave his spec motor a great run and held third 
for many laps. He was still in the top five with few laps to go 
when he dumped liquid in turn 1 and came to a sudden halt. It 
was the best run by Webb against big competition in quite 
some time, as he has resolved to run the Simmons Promotions 
tracks with his spec motor to win some features and some 
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NASCAR point money, while cutting his racing and travel 
expenses. It's kind of depressing that one on the true “outlaws” 
of the sport has been forced to make this concession due to 
the economic times we're facing and the state of late model 
racing as it exists today.

they are up against. Fans can sit at home and have approxi- 
mately 1,000 television stations to choose from. They have 
video games that can make them feel like they are going to be 
the next NASCAR champion. The economy right now is limiting 
their entertainment dollar. 

The cost of racing is also having an impact on the number of 
cars as well. Part of the problem is that some are racing in divi- 
sions that they can’t easily afford, and that leads to race cars 
Sitting in the garage instead of racing on the tracks. 

I think its time that everyone looks carefully at what we are 
doing.
